If
e makes false statement, he can be
progecuted for perjury and for viola-
tion of the election laws, and the fore-
knowledge of a few stiff fines will
prevent anything of that kind. Let
the club rolls be sworn to by the
club lbcretlry ‘and approved by the
county executive. committee, and let
the club executive comitiee be pres-
ent at the polls to asalst the managers
in settling any knotty questions.

The managers of the election are
not appointed arbitrarily by the coun-
ty exocutive committee,,but by the
executive comitteemen of the respec-
tive’ clubs, and this is local self gov-
ernment.,

But we think It absolutely wrong
for any one to vote in a club other
than In the one nearest to his place
of residence. For instance, suppose
in one county there should ba a close
elction and In another there shouid
be none. County lines being so nearly
invisible, what would prevent a man
in one county jolning a club just
across the line and voling In the
close election.

In brief, our opinion is that the less
that is done to the election rules, the
better It will be. Instead of making
the rules complicated and making the
right to vote difficult, let the people
have plain, clear, explicit rules to go
by. Let men vote in the hoxes where
they are known. Let no suspicious
strangers. come in. There {18 now
enough law as to the use of lquor and
as to other forms of bribery.

As a matter of fact 18 it not to be
deplored that there is so much talk
of fraud? Under the law of sugmes-
tion, we belleve that such talk gives
porsons viclous ideas, who never oth-
erwise would have thought it possibie
to commit frauds in elections.
